Magistrates’ Courts Problem 


NN his maiden speech before Legisla- 
. tive Council on Wednesday the 


their plea to a magistrate. If Govern- 
ment accepts the idea in principle, 


. Hon. M. W. Lo drew attention to a 
problem of some magnitude, calling for 
serious consideration by the Authori- 
ties. Mr’ Lo referred to. “tendencies 
which, if unchecked, must affect the 
fair name of British justice.” The 
tendencies, as the speaker sees them, 
ure to overburden our magisterial 
courts. with trivial cases to such an 
extent that justice is in danger of 
becoming a travesty. A cited illustra- 
tion was that of 60 summonses in 


which oll defendants pleaded guilty: 


‘and all.were fined the same amount 
without any one of them ‘being given 
a chance to plead mitigating’ circum- 


stances. Manifestly this is not the way 


in which British courts are expected 


to function i it unless our magistrates - 


are to sit.18 hours a day, six days a 
week, thay Cannot dispense justice as 
laid down by the British code.

Over the Banter holiday Radio Hongkong will. 
as ugual be on the air all day, with a .wide variety 
of entertainment. 

There is one programme tonight, for instance, 

- which will be of interest to the British community 
in particular, a programme which has found its- 
- way onto the BBC’s list of annual outdoor broad-. 
casts and is listened to by Britons, throughaut the. 
‘world—it is the commentary on the Oxford and 
Cambridge Boat Race. Once again, John Snagge 
will be in the launch following the twa University 
boats over the four and a half mile stretch of ‘the 
Thames from Putney to Mortlake. Radio Hong- 
kong will be, relaying the commentary from. Lon- 
don at approximately 9.30 this evening. 

A programme with particular relevance to the 
season is ‘Easter in Europe,’ a BBC feature—the 
.story and music of Holy Week in the traditional 
European setting. It isa blend of Gospel and song 
‘which follows the story of Holy Week from Palm 
Sunday to Easter. Day. 

As the music moves across the European 
scene, 2 hymn sung by Dutch boys in Utrecht is 
echoed by an English village choir; from the 
Philharmonic Choir in Hamburg come passages of 
Bach’s great St. Matthew Passion; and the simplici- 
ty of the Scottish kirk is reflected i in a psalm sung 
in Gaelic. . 

One of the most moving passages of the pro- 
gramme is.the singing of “There is a Green Hill’ 
by a choir of children from Lithuania, Latvia, and 
Poland in a D.P. Camp in Germany. The Gospel 
passages are read by Stephen Jack, and David 
Lloyd James speaks the linking narration. ‘Easter 


in Europe’ comes at 10.16 p.m. on Easter Sunday. 
{Let’s Make An Opera’ at‘half past four on 
Easter Monday afternoon is a programme. for, and 
very largely by, children —~ an “Entertainment for 
Young People” is what Eric Crozier and Benjamin 
Britten, responsible respectively for the libretto and 
music, have called it. True entertainment, they 
hold, should be active, not passive; and the first half 
of ‘Let's Make An Opera’ demonstrates what they 
mean, for it shows how a. keen group of amateurs, 
mainly children, sets about making an. opera; coping 
with the questions of choosing a story and writing 
it, planning the scenes, and rehearsing, and inciden- 
tally dealing with the crises that beset the path 
of the amateur producer. 
in the second half, the opera is performed. The 
story is set in the early 1800's and tells of a little 
chimney sweep who is rescued fram cruel masters 
‘by’ a group of ‘children. Listeners may, find it remi- 
niecent of adventures of Tom the Sweep in Kingsley’s 
- “Water Babics”.
